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It waa in 1K.M that I/uiisville. not 
through thesul«criptions of her lordly 
merchants who were then the kings of 
coiiiiuor.-c in the Southwest, but hy 
means of the vote of the people entered 
upon her present career of proapcrity 
aud greatness, p.y the aid of the pn>pU>, 
their proiierty alone being security, she 
built the road to Frankfort, and the road 
from Jefferson ville to Indianapolis. Suh- 
scpietitlv with all her soul she entered 
u|K)ii the enterprise of forming a grand 
Southern connection. This was effected 
by the Ixuiisvillc and Nashville road 
and that and all its branches lateral and 
otherwise were built by the vote of the 
|«sipl.. of Kentucky. 

Never did tax-payers assume such 
heavy obligations with such perft' 
heartiness; never, we supiwise, were any 
set of men so completely surprised out 
of the proceeds of their investment*. 

The style lias liecn, and now is, to 
shindy alKiut the town the cert iti -4es of 
stock obligations to the tux-payers at the 
rtiost nominal rates. These are lsiught 
up by parties, in whose interest we will 
not say, and transferred to the grand ac- 
count of the eom|Miny. It appears that 
consolidation is the word, and that the 
generous gills of Louisv ille and her |>cn- 
ple are to Is? segregated in the on in Unr- 
olls craw of a close corisirat ion. 

The tax payers have rights in the 
premises. Their slock is valuable. It 
sells in the market at a fair price and 
will soon command a premium. F.verv 
man should retain it. Hereafter let 
those who have certificates of stock 
keep them. Their value is not only 
of a monetary order, but of such a 
character aa to command much wealth 
to the community. They are positive 
agents of good for the city. 

Last year the Louisv ille and Nashv ille 
road declared a dividend of 4u percent, 
on stock.

A practical man ought to see I he <pies- 
tion a* it is. Mr. lUidlev argues all 
through as if Ihe sti* kledders hail the 
allernalive of uniliiig by a five-fool 
gauge, or by a lour feet eight and a half 
inch gauge, at w ill. Wo do not sms* on 
what he founds such a presumption. 
The terms pro|s»sed by the Council ex- 
pressly and ixisitively limit any connec- 
tion to a change of gauge. That is the 
.|iio*lion submitted. Will you have a 
connection by the inMvssary change, orl 
w ilj you lose any connection by rufusing? 
If Mr. Dudley would prove that, by cart- 
iiiK freight a mile and a half w ith two 
transfer*, one at each depot, hia road 
would better compete than by changing 
the gauge, we could understand his reas- 
oning. Thi* i* not done. He does not 
pretend that hi* road can compete under 
such disadvantages, and yet his logic 
against accepting the terms of tho city 
amounts to just that fact. 

We do not think he treats tho matter 
fairly in another respoH. He argues 
elaborately on the question of breaking; 
bulk, its if a uniform live-foot gauge, 
from New Orleans through Louinville to 
Cincinnati, prevented any break of bulk 
on freights *liip)>cd North or South. In 
fact, the four foot eight and a half inch 
gauge at Cincinnati compels a break of 
bulk. To accept Mr. Dudley's argument 
is to make tho break of bulk between 
here and New York an alisolute necessi- 
ty, which the LrMtiartlfci proposition 
avoided. 

In urging this upon Louisville, it is 
show n how cities have Is , n injured by 
refusing any connection in their limits, 
and il is put ua an axiomatic truth of 
modern custom, that all enterprising 
cities encourage uniformity of gauge in 
their streets and general railroad connec- 
tions, Loiii-v ille is considered old fogy, 
behind the age, for affixing stipulations 
which other cities — Cincinnati, for cx- 
auipb — would not condition. Well, we 
aec. pt this ns true. Cincinnati would 
not make such a refusal, or fix such con- 
dition-. Cincinnati would grain the 
right ol way and t ho lonneotion. If Mr. 
Ihnlley will change to four feet eight 
and a half inches, any Northern road 
would pay him for a connection at Cin- 
cinnati, and we have his own word for 
it, or as a clear inference, that Cincinnati 
would grant the connection. Tin* con- 
nection trill fjivr him a vni/orm gauge, 
without break o/ biUk, with JVem l or*, 
lialttmorc, J'tiUarfrlphta, Boston, Chicago 
ttifl St. fjtutt. We take hi* own term*, 
his own argument, and apply them, and 
they show that Mr. Dudley argues for 
the continuation ..fthat gang" which 
lender* a break of bulk at Cincinnati 
absolute and certain. Hois arguing in 
favor of fixing hi* road so that he will 
In unalterably compelled to break bulk 
on all i onics h ading from the great com- 
mercial aorta and trade d«'i>ot of tic 
Last and North. 

Forcible and conclusive an their argu- 
ments are, and such as should constrain 
Mr. Dudley and his coadjutors to make 
the rcij uircd change to secure this val- 
uable Kaatern transportation directly to 
Louisville from those Laslorn ports, 
'ii if IyoiiMYille made no condition for 
haiigc, yet that condition which Ixm- 
isv ille makes places the subject out of 
argument. It is not necessary to prove 
the wisdom of a course that stands un- 
alterably as a fact. No connection will 
ever bo granted of a four feet eight and 
a hall indies gauge in Iyiuisville. What 
Mr. Dudley is asked to do is to con- 
sent to a change for the advantage of hia 
road, w hich advantage he cannot secure 
without a change. The onus ia upon the 
sUx'kholders to make the connect ions or 
not, as they please. Il they ehooso to 
refuse ii will injure no one but them- 
selves. Louisville has other motion of 
exit, and, oven if she has not. the Frank- 
fort road would supply her wants with- 
out any connection. 

Mr. Dudley omits the fact that there 
arc no interests involved iu his refusal 
to accept the terms but those of his road. 
It w ill not injure Louisville if the stock- 
holders refuse. In fact, it may be an ad- 
vantage (.the city for them to refuse, lie 
can do his will. If the stockholders df the 
Frankfort roads choose to sacrifice their 
own interests, we do not know any 
mat tor upon which the city of I/Oitisville 
could la? more indifferent. In the argu- 
ments wo d<> not pretend in Ih> consider- 
ing lyiuisvillo. Loiiisv ille knows how to 
protect herself, and has prov ided for that 
in the refusal lo grunt any connection 
save on terms not plainly injurious to 
her. If Mr. Dudley can convince the 
stockholders that they ought to do with- 
out any connection with the Nashville 
road in Iyouisville, the loss falls upon 
them, not us; ami we are entirely indif- 
ferent iijmui the subject. 

The City Council of I^xington has lie- 
1 rayed an ignorance and stupidity In 
the matter that could have no origin 
-ave petty jealousy and a desire to sacrl- 
lii-c Kentucky interest to Cincinnati. It 
charges Ixiuisville with trying to dam 
up t rude at this |n. int. This is t horouifh 
ly stupid anil false. Louisv ille offers a 
iNinneetion 0,1 HbOTal terms, and even 
proposes to l* ar a proportion of the ox- 
|mmisc. If Lexington has offered to do 
anything to promote commerce it has 
found no expression in its corporation 
Council. Why docs nor lhat Isnlv turn 
its attention to Cincinnati? Dili* such 
a monstrous offense to re.piirc roads to 
break bulk, w hy ha* it nothing to say 
ala,ut breaking bulk at Cincinnati? Why 
was not a railroad bridge built at Cin- 
cinnati, as has boon done at Louisville? 
Why does Cincinnati treat Lexington, 
Louisville and Kentucky interests 
with such contempt? and why has 
thai immaculate body, the Lexing- 
t. n « it v Council, no word of rebuke for 
it ? Why has it no rebuke for tho course 
or Mr. Dudley and others, who refuse 
to make such a gauge at* will enable 
them to connect w ith all the Eastern 
and Northern mads, so that freight can 
lai carriod directly from New York to 
Lexington without break of bulk? That 
is what Louisville is trying todo. It is 
li v iug to change this gauge, so that it 

will adv ance the interests aj living 

as well as liouisvllle. Till* l ily Conn. 
aH is, however, so barbarously and 
grossly ignorant that, without *t..p.

If the route is so Mat longer than by 
Cincinnati, why does Mr. Dudley want 
it? [ail to la-neiit Lexlnatoa or our 
road? We think it will help both, ft 
yon retain the present gauge bulk will 
have to be broken somewhere Is'tween 
Ia xington and the lialtiinoro and < ihio 
and tho Virginia Central roads. Where 
will it be? At Lexington? At tho mouth 
of Itig Sandv? or at Farkersburg? 

If the gauge is changed and these roads 
arc built, wo w ill hav c an uninterrupted 
connection, not only through Cincinnati 
to the Kast and Went, but also via Lex- 
ington to Washington city, Italiiinore, 
Philadelphia, New York and other citiee. 
Will not more business lie done on the 
road via Hig Sandy to the Fast by break- 
ing bulk at l.ouisv ille than by breaking 
ii on anv other point ?

For these and other reasons, w hich we 
have not time toenuiueratc, we advocate 
the change, cs]M'ciall v as the change, if 
made, is to be without cost to us. 

If a change of gauge bo refused by a 
Vote of tho stockholders, any conn, piion 
with the Nashville railroad through the 
city of LonJaviUa will be a b aolotely re- 
fused, and we will have placed ourselves 
in precisely the po-ition in which our 
nv als are desirous lo keep us. We would 
then 1m> separated from the Nashville 
road by a space of over a mile, over 
which to haul either freight or passen- 
gers; whilst the ear* of the Jellerson ville 
road w ill pass over the bridge and into 
tho ilepot of tho Nashville road. What 
will it avail u* to maintain the sumo 
gauge a* the Na*hv ille road with which 
arc shall have no connection, and which 
gauge compels a transfer at Cincinnali 
w hen we shall have connected Ihere w ith 
the road* oast and north, all of which 
have the four-foot eight-and-a-half inch 
gauge? We could not expect for year* 
to overcome the intense feeling in this 
city against any connection without a 
break of gauge; and as the connection 
on tho conditions offered would eertain- 
lv give us a large advantage of any rival 
line, we think it would be exceedingly 
111 m MM to refuse the condition and thus 
give tho JefJcrsom ille road the very ad- 
vantage in connection they desire, be- 
sides tho advantage of a common gauge 
with tin Northern roads, by which their 
ears may lie run through between Iamiis- 
ville and New York.

The superintendent is empowered to 
decide, w ithout an appeal, alt controver- 
sy or disputes arising under this law : It 
also invests him with other extraordi- 
nary |M>wers; it requires all teachers to 
inculcate loyalty to the national gov- 
ernment , and kindness to all men, re- 
gardless of rasa or color.
